We just hope the game is called 
to a halt for the right reasons. The 
ongoing row over racism leaves 
football in a dangerous situation. 

When does racial abuse reach 
a level to warrant calling a 
match off? 

Certainly it was bad enough dur- 
ing England’s match in Madrid 
last week, but there are those who 
think such a drastic decision 
would simply be bowing to the 
morons who dish out the abuse. 

Also, is an isolated incident, like 
that suffered by Birmingham’s 
Dwight Yorke at Blackburn on 
Sunday, enough for such huge dis- 
ruption? 


Crime 


The club’s PLC chairman David 
Sullivan admitted yesterday: “It 
was not the crime of the century.” 

No, it wasn’t, but Sullivan’s 
surprising and_ irresponsible 
remarks don’t hide the fact that 
racial abuse aimed at black sports- 
men, which clearly has been hid- 
ing just under the surface, is now 
back in our faces. 

Society and sport has come a 
long way in the last decade in its 
bid to kick out racism and all 
that last week has done is bring it 
to a head again. It’s proved there 
is a lot more hard work left before 
it’s beaten. If ever: 

Yorke would not tolerate such 
behaviour from another man 
walking down the street, so why 
should he inside a football stadi- 
um? The issue is, how does foot- 
ball beat it? Halting a game 
because one team refuses to play 
in front of a section of the crowd 
is the ultimate response. 

It’s what PFA chief executive 
Gordon Taylor supported when he 
flew home from Spain last week 
after witnessing the terrible abuse

hurled at England players Ashley 
Cole, Shaun Wright-Phillips and 
Jermain Defoe. Now FIFA presi- 
dent Sepp Blatter has said he 
would have supported the England 
team had they simply walked off 
the Bernabeu and into history. 

We can only presume, there- 
fore, that someone will take 
them up on their word. 

It would take a sick person to call 
his players off because his side 
were losing, using racial taunts 
against one of his players as the 
reason. 

Yet there is no question, follow- 
ing Blatter’s comments, that a 
game is going to be abandoned. 

Blatter didn’t go far enough. 
What he should have done, as the 
most powerful administrator in 
the game, is lay down some guide- 
lines. Should it be up to the coach, 
referee or a watching observer? 


Taunts 


Should the referee ask the player, 
like Wright-Phillips last week, if 
he wants to continue if the abuse 
is damaging his concentration? 

FIFA must insist that referees 
have the power to call a halt if 
they believe racial abuse is damag- 
ing the game as a spectacle. 

Also, what happens to the result and 
the points if it is a competitive game? 

Is the match replayed, does the 
score stand at the moment the 
players go off, and should a ground 
be emptied before a match 
restarts? 

All these are issues for Blatter 
and he can’t simply tell us he 
would support a team heading for 
the dressing-room. England coach 
Sven Goran Eriksson, so shocked

black players, is known to be wor- 
ried about the prospect of an 
international side walking off for 
the wrong reasons.

What chance have we got when 
there are people who defend 
what we have seen and heard 
over the last six days? 

When I left the Bernabeu last 
week I thought a team walking off 
was the best solution, but there 
has to be a directive from the top. 

I would like to see a club or asso- 
ciation found guilty of having 
racist fans ordered to play behind 
closed doors for three matches. 

Lack of revenue and sponsor- 
ship money would hopefully bring 
home the message. For at the 
moment, football carries on where 
anything goes. How bad does 
abuse have to become for a game to 
be called off? 

Who makes the decision? And 
what happens then? Football 
needs direction otherwise a week 
of sickening racist behaviour will 
lead to even more controversy.
